The Problem of Our Older Schools 


Parents in the Edison School area are 


putting on quite a campaign to persuade 
the Board of Education and the City Coun- 
cil to build a new school to replace the 
present structure which is more than 70 
years old. We don't blame them, for a 
number of reasons. The most obvious one, 
of course, is that the present building is 
outmoded, inadequate and perhaps a seri- 
ous fire hazard. Of perhaps more impor- 
tance in the long run. however, is the ef- 
fect the deterioration of this school build- 
ing, and other older school buildings, has 
on the older sections of the city. 


As cities like Appleton have grown 


rapidly in recent years and have estab- 
lished new residential areas in what once 
were their outskirts, very naturally new 
schools have had to be built in those areas. 
This growth, combined with the "baby 
boom," has placed quite a financial burden 
on these cities, and it has been only natu- 
ral that school boards and city councils 
have tended to resist spending money re- 
placing their older structures except in 
cases 
(such 
as 
Appleton's 
Jefferson 


School) where the deterioration of the old 
building had reached a point where re- 
placement was mandatory. 


There is little doubt this fact has 


played a part in the "flight to the sub- 


urbs" — or at least to the newer residen- 
tial sections of a city — since people buy- 
ing or building, or even renovating homes, 
naturally take school facilities into consid- 
eration in deciding where to locate. Thus a 
vicious cycle is started in which older sec- 
tions of a city lose population to the 
fringes, the fringes get new schools which 
attract even more immigration, fewer peo- 
ple find it worthwhile to build new homes 
or fix up old homes in the older sections, 
and in some cities even a class of life be- 
gins to develop where children of poor 
families go to the old schools and the more 
fortunate children go to the new schools. 


Thus we are glad to see this movement 


among the Edison parents who in a sense 
are fighting not only for a new school but 
for the renovation of an entire section of 
the city. We hope the parents of children 
at other older schools will stand up and 
fight in a similar way. For while this kind 
of pressure makes it even more difficult 
for the school commissioners and aldermen 
to hold down the tax rate, it cannot help 
but eventually have an equalizing effect 
that may prevent the serious deterioration 
of the older parts of the city, and keep our 
community better balanced both educa- 
tionally and socially and in property val- 
ues. 


The Sfory of the Bounty Hunters 


States have paid bounties on predatory 


animals from the beginning of time. It al- 
ways has appeared that offering a small 
reward for the killing of a wolf or a fox 
would encourage more people to hunt such 
animals. Thus for years, without any sci- 
entific investigation, states have gone on 
paying bounties. Recently, however, sci- 
entific studies have been made which in- 
dicate the payments had no noticeable ef- 
fect upon the population of the animals. 


The people who have made such sur- 


veys are not only scientists but often have 
a personal interest in improving game con- 
ditions. Thus when they say it is a waste 
of money to pay bounties they unquestion- 
ably are telling the truth for they certainly 
would never hesitate to recommend the 
expenditure of public money to improve 
game conditions. 


In spite of the many studies that have 


been made and the efforts to publicize the 
findings, bounty laws continue to be 
favorites with many legislators. This prob- 
ably is because the bounty hunters, who 
like everyone else can vote only once and 
nevertheless 
squawk 
continually, 
have 


been able to convince legislators over and 
over again, against scientific advice, that 
bounties should be maintained. Thus there 
are no less than five bills in the legislature 
today to set up bounties on various ani- 
mals such as foxes, coyotes, wolves, bob- 
cats and lynx. It is estimated that the pas- 
sage of various combinations of these bills 
would increase the governmental, expense 
by a minimum of $159,000 to a maximum 
of $408.000. 


The legislative committee of the Green 


Bay Association of Commerce recently 
voted to oppose all such bounty measures 
after listening to a report on bills by Wil- 
liam J. Fisk, a member of the committee 
who went to some trouble to gather in- 
formation. 


We do not propose to quote Mr. Fisk 


directly but will try to tell his story briefly 
in order that the public may know what 
convinced the committee to oppose the 
bills. 


It would appear, the committee was 


told, that the bounty payment bills were 
introduced either to-satisfy political cam- 
paign commitments of the legislators in- 
volved or that the men who introduced 
theA are entirely sincere but perhaps mis- 
guided in what they think passage of this 
legislation will accomplish. 


We should have no quarrel with the 


persons who want to hunt foxes or other 
animals but there is no reason why the 
state as a whole should pay them for their 
recreation. The people who enjoy this sport 
are going to participate in it anyway, 
whether they receive a bounty or not. 


The truth of that statement is apparent 


from the findings of experts that there is 
no difference whatever between the num- 
ber of such animals killed with a bounty 
or without a bounty.

The reports for 
1955, 1956 and 1957 showed three years of 
successive increase in the fox population in 
Wisconsin in spite of the bounty payments 
made during those years. 


Michigan's conservation workers trailed 


foxes for five winters. They followed 1,000 
miles of fox tracks. In areas where the 
pheasant hunting was considered normal, 
foxes- were trailed for 577 miles and only 
three pheasant kills were discovered. The 
surveys indicated there were 75 birds to 
the square mile, one fox per three square 
miles, or 225 birds for each fox. It was dis- 
covered that in the course of a winter each 
fox might kill four pheasants which, for 
the area of the whole, was less than two 
per cent of the birds. Hunters shot most of 
the surplus birds in the fall and because of 
good cover in the area the rest were hard 
to catch so the foxes got very few. 


In another area where no hunting had 


been allowed and there was a large sur- 
plus of pheasants, the study indicated the 
foxes got 7 per cent of the surplus birds. 
The conclusion of the Michigan department 
was that both the hunters and the foxes got 
a part of the surplus. But if the cover on 
the range is inadequate for winter more 
of the excess birds are going to be lost by 
spring and this is true whether they are 
killed by foxes, weather conditions, starva- 
tion or from any other cause. 


Mice are the principal item of food for 


both foxes and coyotes. In the northwest- 
ern section of the nation where man had 
been almost too successful in his efforts to 
wipe out the coyote, meadow mice multi- 
plied so rapidly they soon were damaging 
farm crops and threatening human health. 
More than $5.000.000 in crop damage by 
mice was reported in Oregon alone. 


A statement paraphrasing some of the 


writings of Wisconsin scientist, Aldo Leo- 
pold, was given to the Green Bay commit- 
tee. Leopold said the last word in ignor- 
ance is the man who says of an animal or a 
plant, "What good is it?" Animals and 
birds too often are arbitrarily classed as 
good or bad, beneficial or harmful accord- 
ing to how their feeding habits affect manjs 
economic interests. The fox, for example, is 
bad when it takes a chicken or a pheasant, 
but is good when it catches a mouse or a 
gopher. The truth is- that each is a cog 
which must be present to maintain the 
population equilibrium necessary to the 
health of the community as a whole.

Few Selfish Politicians 
And while it is a fact that 


we have little politicians seek- 
ing to forward themselves by 
dividing the country on shrill 
and relatively minor issues, 
the wonder is not that there 
are so many of these, but 
rather that there are so few. 
The bigger wonder is that 
they have had such piddling 
success. 


Many believe the Eisenhow- 


er 
administration

been weak. I have been so 
convinced, and do not take 
back this conviction. But the 
Eisenho w e r" administration 
deserves the support of ev- 
ery American willing to put 
his country above himself, his 
ambitions, and even his ideas 
as to how things really ought 
to be run.

ing us to oppose Hitler. Bet- 
ter yet, nobody hears now 
f r o m 
congressional floors' 


voices imputing treason 
to 


honorable men for differing 
views, as we all heard from 
those forums in the Korean 
war. 


The crackpot far-right wing! 


has 
gone 
from our nation- 


al political life. A remnant of 
the crackpot left wing is still 
around, but it amounts to lit- 
tle any more. In a word, the 
earnest opinion of one reason- 
ably skeptical political writer 
is that every man in any gen- 
uinely responsible place in the 
administration and in con- 
gress is doing his duty and 
accepting his responsibility, 
including the responsibility of 
self-restraint, like a man.

In their approach to the 
troblem of floor covering for 
he home, American home- 
makers divide into two camps, 
ipproximately equal in num- 
lers and equally firm in their 
convictions. This was the con- 
clusion drawn from sampling 
delegates at the second annual 
Congress on Better Living, 
Washington, D. C. 


One group favors wall-to- 
wall carpeting. The opposite 
(Mint of view was just as em- 
plastic. When it comes to life- 
span of the floor covering, 
again there are c o n t r a r y 
stands. Some like change, oth- 
r$ approve permanence. 
Statistically, four out of 10 


ielegates have room-size rugs 
In their living room and a 
slightly smaller number has 
wall-to-wall carpeting. T h e 
age of the floor covering rang- 
ed from a few months to more 
than 20 years, the average be- 
ing four years old. 


The homemaker delegates 
at the congress numbered 100 
and came from, all 49 states. 
They gathered to review all 
aspects of the American home 
in relation to better living. 


Though the delegates were 


divided on the style and life 
of their floor covering, they 
were unanimous as to the 
need: 8 out of 10 delegates 
have a soft-surface floor cov* 
ering in the living room. 
A n o t h e r major point of 


agreement related to the qual- 


ities and characteristics they 
want in the floor covering they 
buy. Most i m p o r t a n t was 
wearabiu^ they want rug or 
carpet to wear well, to hold up 
under traffic and the tramping 
of children, to not show dirt or 
mat down. Next factor is 
'cleanability" — so that spots 
and spills can be readily wip- 
ed up and cleaned. They are 
interested in the fibers that gd 
injto the rug and they are con-' 
cerned about costs both of 
product and upkeep. 


New Fibers Confuse 


The subject of fibers is one

She wants her floor covering 
to contribute to the appear- 
ance and comfort of her horn* 
and to better and easier liv- 
ing; she is eager to learn 
about new products and anx- 
ious to get value for her mon- 
ey.

Not Only Answer 


Sometimes a mother is wor-
